North  Walsham  Urban  District  Council, 


Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1952, 

This  is  the  fifth  Annual  Report  to  be  presented  since  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  (1946)  Act.  and  has 
been  compiled  in  the  absence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healrh  for 
that  year  who  vacated  office  on  4th  January,  1953  after  which  date  I 
took  over. 

North  Walsham  Urban  District  has  been  included  with  Smallburgh 
Rural  District  and  Blofield  &  Flegg  Rural  District  to  form  No,  1.  Area 
of  Norfolk  County  Council  under  the  Act  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  duties  for  which  the  County  Health  Authority  has  accepted  the 
responsibility  \\jhich  include  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 
Midwifery  Service,  Health  Visitihg  Service,  Home  Nursing  Service, 
Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and  Aftercare, 
Domestic  Health  Service  and  Mental  Health  Service,  Some  of  these 
Services  along  with  the  School  Service  in  the  area  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer  who  also  acts  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  three  County  Districts  comprising  Area  No.  1. 
referred  to  above. 


The  review  of  the  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  for  1952  is 
very  satisfactory  when  one  considers  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
f)opuli!ti6rl  conslits  of  retired  people  who  make  their  residence  in  the 
town.  The  Birth  Rate  is  for  the  year  12.52  per  thousand  of  the 
population  compared  with  15.3  for  England  and  Wales,  The  total  number 
of  Deaths  from  all  causes  assigned  to  the  District  is  68  corresponding 
to  a  Death  Rate  of  14,3?-  per  thousand  compared  with  11,3  for  England 
and  Wales,  There  were  no  Epidemics  of  Infectious  Diseases  except 
for  a  small  increase  in  Scarlet  Fever  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
Cancer  and  Hjart  Disease  again  take  pride  of  place  as  the  main  causes 
of  Death, 


I  am  happy  indeed  to  record  that  there  were  again  no  deaths 
under  the  heading  of  Maternal  Mortality  and  no  deaths  in  the  returns 
for  Infantile  Mortality  thanks  to  our  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
District  Nurses,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  demand  for  their 
services  continues  to  increase. 

The  demand  for  houses  continues.  There  is  a  waiting  list  of 
105  for  new  Council  Houses,  Progress  with  the  erection  of  now  Council 
houses  continues  and  a  programme  of  84  houses  has  been  arranged  for 
next  year  v/ith  a  scheme  in  view  for  building  bungalows  for  old  people. 
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The  general  standard  of  houses  as  far  as  I  can  see  on  very 
short  acquaintance  with  the  District  id  fairly  satisfactory,  but  as 
soon  as  the  housing  shortage  is  made  good  there  are  quite  a  number 
of  houses  which  v/ill  have  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts, 

The  extension  of  the  Sewage  Works  is  well  under  way  and  the 
two  new  filter  beds  with  their  humus  tanks  should  pave  the  way  to  the 
completion  of  a  fully  water“Carried  system  for  the  town.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  Works  will  be  finished  by  the  summer  of  1953 »  A 
scheme  has  also  been  proposed  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  their  consent  to  the  construction  of  new  Water  Storage  Tanks  of 
increased  capacity  which  should  be  a  groat  boon  to  the  town, 

I  take  this  opportunity^  of  thanking  the  Council  for  the 
support  which  they  have  always  given  to  the  Department  throughout  the 
year.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  &  Surveyor  and  the  other  officers  of  the  Council 
without  whose  co-operation  the  smooth  working  of  the  Department  could 
not  have  been  achieved,

General  Welfare  Services  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  V/elfare 
’  Officer,  Mr.  D.  "R.  Ingham ,  His  office  is  established  in 
thd  Council  Offices,  North  Walsham,  and  is  attended  daily. 

The  average  number  of  cases  assisted  each  week  is  seven.

Underground  W)rkings  in  chalk  deposits  comprising 
well,  adits  and  bore  holes.  This  is  pumped  into 
two  nearby  water  tov/ers  and  thence  fed  to  the 
town. 

Two  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  both 
with  highly  satisfactory  results.  One  chemical 
anal5?-sis  was  also  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  of  good  bacteriological  and  organic 
standards  but  chlorination  is  carried  out. 

Pressure  filtering  is  used  to  remove  excess  iron. 

The  total  hardness  is  18J-  degrees  (Clark)  mainly 
temporary  which  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year. 

The  water  is  on  the  alkaline  side  and  should  not 
exert  any  solvent  action  on  metals.  It  is  pleasant 
to  taste  and  there  are  no  signs  of  pollution, 

^6fo  of  the  population  is  supplied  from  the  Council 
Mains  while  a  fev/  outlying  agricultural  units  have 
their  own  ■■■ell:,  During  the  year  several  existing 
b'ulldings  as  well  as  the  newly  built  properties 
were  provided  y±th  tov/n  ’watei  , 

The  separate  system  is  mainly  used  and  during  the 
year  extensions  wore  completed  and  when  the  relevant 
properties  are  connected  about  80^  will  be  on  main 
drainage  including  the  vCtcam  Laundry  which  at 
present  discharges  into  an  old  open  drain  loading  to 
a  dis-^u.sed  canal.  There  has  been  a  considerable 
extension  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  this 
V/orKs  should  ce  completed  by  the  middle  of  1953.

No 
serious  infestations  have  been  met  with  and  all 
cases  were  satisfactorily  treated.  The  Council’s 
properties  including  Refuse  Tips  and  Sewers  were 
treated  with  satisfactory  results,

Scarlet  Fever.  There  v/ere  59  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the 
year  which  all  occur ed  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  and 
no  deaths  were  registered. 

Diphtheria .  There  has  again  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the 
district  which  is  most  satisfactory.  This  is  the  direct 
result  of  immunisation  whi.ch  has  boon  well  maintained  in  this 
Area.  I  appeal  to  the  Public  to  sustain  their  efforts  in 
this  directiono  If  chilaren  are  ief temprotected  we  must  look 
forward  to  the  return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks  as  has  been  the 
case  in  some  areas  of  the  country  whore  there  has  boon  a 
weakening  of  the  effort.
